HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED. 

Th<* party visiting the oave left the 
I liank to go acriffs the river The roof 
'uf the cave, over the river, is arched 
and the iitaoe in tbe center above the 
water is only two and a half feet, or 
J was onlv that much yesterday, on ao- 
oonnt of a rise in tbe river In order 
to run the boat throngh it was neces¬ 
sary for the men ao(i women in the 
boat to bend low Even then their 
backs and heads tonohed in places. 
Suddenly one of tbe women in the 
boat oalled out that she was unable to 
breathe and would have to sit up. 
Soe did so, poshing against the roof 
of the cave with both bands. Tbe boat 
already heavily loaded tipped to one 
side and in an in tait was bait filled 
with water, 

Tbe women in the party screamed 
for help, and in less time than it 
makes to tell it tbe tioat careened to 
one aide and sunk to the bottom of tbe 
river. Tbe ocon|«nta were thrown 
out in the water, which fortunately 
was not more than four feet deep at 
this point 

ONE MANNEAKLY DROWNS. 

Those in the stern were thrown out 
I in the water which was alwnt IS feet 
deep A man named Kelly, from Ohi- 
oago. was altnost drowned and bad to 
be oarried'to shore. He sank twice be¬ 
fore be was’resenod. It required some 
time to bring him back In corsoious- 
ness. 

That no one was drowned was due 
to the heroism of John M. Nelson,the 
guide, who. after tbe boat in which 
the party was making tbe trip through 
the cave had gone to the bottom of 
the river, orderiHl ali the party to 
slami still in tbe water until a light 
could be secured. At one time Nelson 
held two fainting women in hi* arms, 
anil prevented them from falling into 
tbe water until assistance could be i 
brought t> the *)>ot. 

Among the entire party there was 
only one man who had any matches 
which were not watersoaked when the 
boat first n|<*et. This man, a Mr. Har¬ 
nett, by burning bis hankerobief and 
other jiart* of his clothing managed to 
famish enough light to enable the 
]iarty to see the way to the shore, 
about 35 feet from the point where 
th)> accident oeoarreil.

The Galveston dispatch says;

The 
otjier ^ecnied (letsons are well known, 
ai|d ot^cers are on the trail gf one man 
and the womau, who are said to have 
started for the territory when Adams 
was arrested io Galvealon.
